Comic actor Tony Robinson, Baldrick in BBC-tv’s ‘Blackadder’ and 


host of ‘Stay Tooned!’, now presents ‘Stay Tooned!: Tom And Jerry 
- The Movie’ on Saturday, July 31. This affectionate tribute to 
the inseparable cartoon characters who love to hate each other 
is screened on the eve of the release of the feature film of the 
same name. 


William Hanna and Joe Barbera created Tom and Jerry in 1939 
with the cartoon called "Puss Gets The Boot", making the 
characters an instant children’s favourite. Tony Robinson traces 
the history of ‘Tom And Jerry’ from that first animation in 
colour through to the last film in the 1960s. 


There is also a behind-the-scenes look at the making of the 
animated feature film. Writer and creative consultant on the 
film Joe Barbera, along with director Phil Roman, the highly- 
respected animator, took two years to make the movie which sees 
Tom and Jerry made homeless and forced to live on the streets.

Arthur Lowe, John Le Mesurier and Clive Dunn head the cast of the 
1971 film version of ‘Dad’s Army’, showing on Saturday, July 31, 
25 years to the day after the first ever episode of the popular 
comedy series was screened on BBC-1. 


In 1940 - with a German invasion threatened - the senior citizens 
of Walmington-On-Sea respond to the call-to-arms and join the 
Local Defence Volunteers under the command of self-appointed Co, 
Captain Mainwaring (Lowe), the town’s bank manager. 


An absence of weapons, equipment and even uniforms, plus 
innumerable set-backs and blunders, lead inevitably to disaster 
for the platoon - until three Germans, carrying photographs of 
vital importance to the Nazi invasion plans, bale out over the 
town, enabling the men of Dad’s Army to see their finest hour. 


Directed by Norman Cohen from a screenplay by Jimmy Perry and 
David Croft, the film also features John Laurie, James Beck, 
Arnold Ridley, Ian Lavender, Bill Pertwee, Frank Williams, Edward 
Sinclair, Liz Fraser and Pat Coombs. ‘Dad@’s Army’ is currently 
enjoying a repeat run on Friday evenings on BBC-1.

THE WEXFORD TRILOGY DRAMA 


Billy Roche’s award-winning plays come to BBC-2 in a television 
adaptation based on the original triumphant staging at London’s 
Bush Theatre and starring the original cast. 


‘The Wexford Trilogy’ is a cycle of three different stories set 
in one time and place, and a remarkable and original vision of 
a community of pool halls, betting shops and the whispering world 
of the belfry. 


In the first play of the trio, ‘Poor Beast In The Rain’ on 
Saturday, July 31, the townspeople of Wexford gather in a betting 
shop on the eve of the All-Ireland hurling final. The next day, 
the men will travel to Dublin to cheer on their team, while the 
women stay behind hoping that both teams lose. 


The excitement running round town is heightened by the sudden 
return of Danger Doyle (Liam Cunningham) - the ultimate Wexford 
chancer, a fighter and a heart-breaker, who left for England 10 
years ago, taking with him the mother of Eileen (‘A Time To 
Dance’ star Dervla Kirwan). Now he has come back to take Eileen 
away. ‘Poor Beast In The Rain’ is followed in subsequent weeks 
by ‘A Handful Of Stars’ and ‘Belfry’. The plays, which were 
staged for the first time together at the Bush Theatre last 
Autumn, were nominated for the Observer/ Kenneth Tynan award for 
Outstanding Achievement in this year’s Olivier awards. 


The company of actors who appear in the three plays are: Ingrid 
Craigie, Liam Cunningham, Aidan Gillen, Shay Gorman, Dervla 
Kirwan, Gary Lydon, Des McAleer and Michael O’Hagan. ‘The Wexford 
Trilogy’ is directed by Stuart Burge, designed by Christine 
Edzard and produced by the director’s daughter, Emma Burge. It 
is independently produced for BBC-tv by Initial Film and 
Television.

RHYTHMS OF THE WORLD: BOSSA NOVA 
"The Girl From Ipanema" has sold over 25 million copies worldwide 


and has been performed by many international stars, including 
Frank Sinatra, since it was first produced in 1962. But the 
story of ‘Bossa Nova’, revealed in ‘Rhythms Of The World’ on 
Saturday, July 31, begins in the late 1950s - a period of 
democratic freedom and economic development in Brazil. In 1958, 
singer Joao Gilberto began a musical revolution with the song 
"Sega de Soldade". In the same year, Gilberto met the most 
talented composer of his generation, Antonio Carlos Jobim. With 
song writer Vinicius de Moraes, they produced the phenomenally- 
successful "The Girl From Ipanema" . 


‘Rhythms Of The World’ traces the history of the development of 
‘Bossa Nova’ from these early days right up to the 1992 Rio 
carnival, which was devoted entirely to a celebration of ‘Bossa 
Nova’ and to the men who originated the musical form which so 
clearly reflects a way of life specific to Rio de Janeiro and its 
tropical beach and seas. 


‘Rhythms Of The World’ also traces this classically-Brazilian 
music in the works of performers as varied as Miles Davis, Frank 
Sinatra, Bob Dylan and Sinead O’Connor. Henry Mancini, composer 
of "The Pink Panther", is an admirer of Jobim; and Clare Fischer, 
musical arranger for Paul McCartney, Prince and the "Batman " 
soundtrack, also arranges for Joao Gilberto. ‘Rhythms Of The 
World’ also examines ‘Bossa Nova’ throughout the world - in 
France, where "The Girl From Ipanema" was a hit for contemporary 
chanteuse Lio; in Los Angeles, where jazz musician Chet Baker’s 
work has an unmistakable affinity with the ‘Bossa Nova’; and in 
Britain, taken by storm by a new ‘Bossa Nova’ which arrived in 
the late 1980s.

TEENAGE DIARIES: CHEAP TALK AND BLINKER BLINKER 
Teenage brothers David and Valter capture their lively spirits and 


love of music for ‘Teenage Diaries’ in ‘Cheap Talk And Blinker 
Blinker’ on Saturday, July 31. Born in Portugal, they left their 
homeland three years ago and moved to London with their parents. 
Now living in South London’s expanding Portuguese community, they 
have joined their father and other relatives in a band which plays 
the cafes and clubs around Brixton and Vauxhall. But the boys are 
in no doubt that this is only a temporary measure. "One day we/’re 
going to be famous," says 13-year-old David, nicknamed ‘Cheap 
Talk’. 


This spirited diary records the family’s experience settling into a 
new country. It also contrasts London with the life the boys have 
left behind when they return to their native village of Verdehlo, 
70 miles North-East of Lisbon, to spring a surprise visit on their 
grandparents. At the end of their holiday they aren’t too sorry to 
leave a community where the only entertainment seems to be drinking 
and dancing. Fifteen-year-old Valter, nicknamed ‘Blinker Blinker’, 
sums up their feelings: "It’s always nice to go to Portugal to see 
friends and relatives, but each time it feels better to go back to 
London. For a musician London is a good place to be. There are more 
opportunities here." 


‘Teenage Diaries’ is a series of programmes made by young people 
under the age of 18. Using the latest camcorder technology they 
record their lives over time, charting changes and experiences from 
their own perspective and under their own editorial control.

The puzzle of Tourettes syndrome is explored in ‘Living With 


Tourettes’, continuing the series ‘A Picture Of Health?’ on 
Saturday, July 31. Both Darren Grynberg and Elaine Levy have 
Tourettes syndrome, an unusual disorder characterised by muscular 
and vocal tics as well as obsessive behaviours. 


The programme looks at the difficulty of diagnosing the 
condition, and the imperfect understanding of its precise 
biochemical basis. It examines the challenges this poses for the 
doctors, the researchers and, above all, those affected, and 
shows what makes living with Tourettes both a bewilderment and 
a struggle.

"Don’t Look Back" 


John Lennon, in footage never before seen, tops the bill with the 
song "Give Peace A Chance". Legendary rockers strutt their stuff 
including Chuck Berry with numbers such as "Johnny B Goode", 
Jerry Lee Lewis with "Hound Dog" and Little Richard, with 
"Lucille". Other special guests include Eric Clapton and Bo 
Diddley. 


And Yoko Ono, at the London opening of the John Lennon Exhibition 
in the Summer of 1988, was interviewed for this film in which she 
talks about how she and John first met, and the lead up to the 
Toronto concert.

Rothesay-born songstress Lena Zavaroni sings on television for 


the first time in six years when she makes a special journey home 
to join Pam Rhodes for the first programme in the new series 
‘Summer Praise’ on Sunday, August 1. Pam, accompanied by members 
of the Scottish Festival Choir, travels by car ferry around the 
Clyde Coast Islands, which is known as going "Doon the Watter". 
She sails from Gourock to Brodick, on the Isle of Arran, visiting 
Rothesay (on the Isle of Bute) and Dunoon (on the Cowall 
Peninsula). At each port of call the "resident" choir disembarks 
to join local choirs in singing hymns. 


Guest Lena Zavaroni, who has battled against eating disorders and 
depression for several years, joins Pam at Rothesay where she 
revisits her old school and sings "One Day At A Time, Sweet 
Jesus". She also talks movingly to Pam about her hopes for the 
future: "There’s no spirit in me, that’s part of the depression. 
There’s no will and there’s no meaning, but that word "hope" is 
a word, isn’t it?" she says. "If there’s a word "hope" then 
there’s always hope, at any time of life." 


Other people Pam meets "Doon the Watter" include Janet LeManque, 
who is married to one of the US servicemen formerly based in the 
Holy Loch, and the Venerable Lama Ishe Losal from the Buddhist 
centre near Dumfries. "All six programmes in our new ‘Summer 
Praise’ series are made in the open air to celebrate the season," 
says Series Producer David Kremer. "Other programmes include 
visits to the Cutty Sark Tall Ships Race in Newcastle, to 
Clovelly in Devon, and to Southampton Dock for the 175th 
anniversary of the British Sailors’ Society."

offenders’ hostel in Manchester are captured in ‘Everyman: Dot, 
Top Men And The Joeys’ on Sunday, August 1. 


The hostel residents are young men, there under court sentence 
or because they are homeless after leaving prison. Their crimes 
range from robbery and arson to sex offences. At the centre of 
their life is one extraordinary woman, Dot Burrows, who brings 
unsentimental vitality and genuine empathy to a difficult and, 
at times, dangerous job.

Then, in a late-night 
heart-to-heart with Tony, she learns that his problems started 
when he was sexually abused as a child. Negotiating the hostel’s 
emotional minefield, Dot reveals her guiding beliefs. Trust is 
the central issue for her and she believes many of her lads have 
had their capacity to trust damaged in their childhoods. Through 
trusting them, she helps them to construct a life free from 
crime.

The story of kings and adventurers, politicians and businessmen, 
is told in ‘The Prize: Crude Diplomacy’ on Sunday, August 1. The 
fifth programme in this investigative series tells of the power 
struggle for control as companies and governments tried to come 
to terms over oil, its profits and its power. 


With the end of World War II, the stage was set for a major shift 
in the role of oil. The United States, the new world power, was 
determined to keep control of world supplies. 


In the early 1930s Standard Oil of California (Socal, now 
Chevron) had struck oil on Bahrain, an island in the Persian 
Gulf, and was looking for more. The possibility of oil beneath 
the desert sands brought attention to Saudi Arabia and its ruler, 
King Ibn Saud. "If you were thinking of who would play him ina 
movie, you would have a bit of Errol Flynn, a bit of Zorba the 
Greek anda bit of Sean Connery," says Robert Lacey, who wrote 
a history of Saudi Arabia. 


The programme also reveals how, in December, 1937, young newly- 
wed American geologist Tom Barger was sent out to look for oil 
in the new Arabian territory. By using his home movies, diaries 
and letters to his bride, ‘Crude Diplomacy’ gives a first-hand 
account of the early days of exploration, disappointment and 
success: "Dear Kas, yesterday well number seven blew in with a 
roar, everyone is very optimistic. The more oil we find, the more 
people will come and the sooner I’1l have you here with me."

HUNTERS IN THE WILD: DINING ALONE SERIES 


To hunt or be hunted - this is the daily struggle for survival 


in the wild. ‘Hunters In The Wild’, a series of three films 
starting on Monday, August 2, looks at the animal kingdom’s top 
predators as they hunt, and at their prey’s sometimes ingenious 
methods of escape. 


‘Dining Alone’ features the solitary hunters and their prey. 
Each has evolved its own specialist strategy and the prey are 
often quicker or cleverer than the predator. Not every hunt is 
successful and the risk of losing prey to scavengers is high. 
So why do some animals go it alone as predators? And why do some 
animals sacrifice the security of numbers to avoid predation? 


The African plains provide vast areas of grazing land for an 
abundance of herbivores which, in turn, are exploited by a number 
of predators, all competing for survival. Such competition 
demands specialisation. For example the cheetah, a solitary 
plains hunter, has traded strength and power for speed and 
agility but, as a result, it loses many of its hard-won kills to 
hyaenas or lions. 


‘Dining Alone’ joins Nile crocodiles at their annual congregation 
on the Mara River in Africa, where migrating wildebeest cross. 
Despite their numbers, each crocodile still hunts alone. 


Executive Producer Michael Bright says: "A solitary hunter may 
be a solitary parent. And single parents bear an extra burden - 
they must feed both themselves and their offspring. But, in the 
end, survival is down to the individual."

Officially, the Stone Age finished 5,000 years ago, but human 


dependence on stone has never been greater - just one mile of 
motorway swallows up 200,000 tonnes of rock. In ‘Nature: The New 
Stone Age’ on Tuesday, August 3, Mike Embley reports on how the 
appetite for building roads is literally consuming the 
countryside. 


"It’s an environmental double whammy," says Ben Plowden, from the 
Council for the Protection of Rural England. "We’re digging up 
one part of the countryside to bury another part under tarmac." 


In Staffordshire, the villagers of Hales already have three 
gravel pits in the parish and were stunned when another two were 
proposed. Their fury is more than just a "NIMBY" (Not In My 
Backyard) reaction - one of the quarries would destroy an 
historic battlefield from the Wars of the Roses. 


The giant ARC Southern, part of Lord Hanson’s business empire, 
claims the right to take the limestone under Asham Wood, near 
Frome. This is just one of more than 600 "new" planning 
permissions produced by the industry which, in fact, were granted 
just after World War II, when the priority was to rebuild 
Britain. For years the quarry companies have known of their 
existence, and now they have started to activate the permissions. 


Mike Embley says: "The new stone age presents a real dilemma. 
The Government is committed to a massive increase in road 
building and many people want to drive their cars without getting 
stuck in jams. Yet we also want to enjoy unspoilt countryside. 
How can we balance these goals?"

A_PRISONER’S TALE 

Andy Campbell, a 35-year-old prisoner serving life inside Shotts 
Special Unit, tells his own story in ‘A Prisoner’s Tale’ on 
Tuesday, August 3. For the first time, the prison authorities 
in Scotland have allowed a prisoner the freedom to tell his own 
story and to interview his fellow inmates about what the prison 
system has done for them. He also questions those on the other 
side of the wall - prison officers, their bosses and a former 
judge. 


Andy Campbell was the product of a broken home and first became 
acquainted with custodial regimes when he was 10. Twenty-five 
years later, he is serving a discretionary life sentence, on top 
of 20 years, for armed robbery. For Andy, prison has never been 
anything other than a preparation to go out and "plunder the 
community again", and do it better. With more people sentenced 
to imprisonment in Scotland than in any other Western European 
country, often for minor offences, ’A Prisoner’s Tale’ gives Andy 
and his fellow inmates a unique opportunity to discuss Scotland’s 
penal system. 


By the time Andy was 16 years old, he’d been in 20 different 
children’s homes, many of which had brutal regimes. At the age 
of 21, having been given a two-year sentence for car theft, he 
was sent up to Peterhead where he found himself mixing with some 
of the country’s most dangerous criminals. By the mid-80s, Andy 
had become involved in prison riots. He also made several escape 
attempts, the most recent resulting in two months on the run. 
"It’s the longest I’ve ever been at liberty since I was a 
toddler," says Andy. Back "inside", this time in Shotts Special 
Unit which is attached to the prison where the recent riots took 
place, Campbell says that, if he had received the more humane 
Shotts treatment 15 years ago, he might have had a chance. ‘A

DOC MARTIN’S CASEBOOK —— 


Roving GP Dr Martin Hughes meets Stan Tunstall, one of 80,000 
people who will have a hernia operation this year, in ‘Doc 
Martin’s Casebook’ on Wednesday, August 4. The programme reports 
that 10 per cent of the population (mostly men) suffer a rupture 
at some point in their lives. In Stan’s family, however, the 
condition, in which the intestine projects through the abdominal 
wall, is more common. His grandfather had two and wore a truss 
every day until he died at 99 and his dad had three hernia 
operations. 


Before the rupture Stan, a self-employed builder from 
Hertfordshire with a young family, was a fit man. "Before, if I 
was going to a site, and there were 20 bags of cement to take up 
a ladder, no problem, but now I have to think ahead and make sure 
I’ve got someone with me," he says. Stan, 47, developed his 
hernia after his three year-old daughter, Anna, jumped on him in 
bed. Searing pain was followed by the appearance of a lump in his 
groin and, fearing the worst, he quickly went to see his GP. 
Within a week he was offered a hernia operation on the NHS, but 
was unable to change his work schedule. Now, 18 months later, he 
is desperate to get it done. Wife Lorae explains: "It gurgles and 
virtually has a life of its own. It’s a little bit off-putting 
when you’re in bed having a cuddle. We’ve even got a nickname for 
it - we call it Ernie." 


Traditionally, hernia operations work on a "darning" principle 
involving a criss-cross of stitches to hold the intestine in 
place. But the procedure has a failure rate of 10 per cent, 
involves a five-day stay in hospital and six weeks’ absence from 
work. Stan hopes to undergo an operation being used by a handful 
of UK surgeons which is performed under local anaesthetic and 
involves the insertion of a polypropylene patch over the rupture. 
Post-operative pain is minimal, it has a 99 per cent success 
rate, and patients can get back to work within days.

WASHING AWAY THE STAIN 
The largely-forgotten history of the Magdalene Institutions in 


the United Kingdom and the Irish Republic is examined in ‘Washing 
Away The Stain’ on Thursday, August 5. 


In the 19th century, Magdalene Institutions housed "fallen women" 
- women who, because of poverty or neglect, had nowhere else to 
go. By the 20th century, the Magdalenes had laundries attached 
and the inmates worked long and hard to earn their keep. The 
"sinners" were the homeless, runaways, petty thieves and 
unmarried mothers. 


One teenager was incarcerated because it was thought she would 
follow in the footsteps of her mother, who gave birth, unwed, at 
16. Another teenager, orphan Catherine Fairley, was sent to 
Lochburn Home - the Magdalene Institution in Glasgow - when the 
local authority stopped paying her aunt an allowance to look 
after her. Now in her 50s, Catherine still remembers the harsh 
regime. "We never got paid for any of the work we did. But then 
again, we did get a cake of Highland toffee on a Sunday." 


The last of these laundries was closed as recently as 1975, and 
many women in the United Kingdom and the Irish Republic still 
hide the scars inflicted by these institutions. In a moving 
programme, ‘Washing Away The Stain’ recreates the stories of the 
women from the Magdalenes.

It is at the forefront of 
introducing performance management techniques into the public 
sector, as its Chief Executive Gerald Jones explains: "We’ve 
been trying to employ some of the techniques from the commercial 
sector...to deliver value for money to local tax payers as 
objective number one."

ALL BLACK - BULLET BUSINESS 

"Being shot feels like an immense cramp that eventually goes all 
through your body," says a man seriously wounded at a New Year’s 
Day party. "You just weep and you end up in agony on the floor 
not knowing what to do." He recalls the grim aftermath of what 
he describes as "a silly little argument" in ‘All Black - Bullet 
Business’ on Friday, August 6. The programme reports on the 
alarming rise in black-on-black violence, and unpacks myths and 
realities of the Jamaican "yardies", both here and in Kingston,

"Nearly a quarter of all people killed in London as a result of 
murder are black, and yet the black population’s very small," 
says Detective Sergeant John Jones.

Concern about this kind of violence is not limited to the police.

Marcia remembers Peter, who died riddled with bullets. "He was 
always kind," says Marcia. "When he came home, he was not just 


a father by name, but a father by nature, not only to my 
children, but to many children outside." 


"One black life lost on the streets is too many," says Eddie, 
whose younger brother, Mark, was shot in a packed London dance 
hall. "We have more and more shooting. It can’t be allowed to 
carry on, and someone has got to do something about it. And the 
people to do something about it, and to focus on it, are the 
black community."

BBC SPORT IN THE SWIM AGAIN 


BBC Sport will be making a splash right across Europe when the 
European Swimming Championships (starts Friday, July 30, BBC-2) 
return to Britain for the first time since 1938. 


“Until now, no UK venue has provided suitable facilities for the 
Championships," explains producer Alistair Scott. "The new Ponds 
Forge Pool in Sheffield, though, is just right." 


The BBC will be screening two hours of action every weekday from 
July 30 to August 6, including diving, synchronised swimming and 
water polo. 


"To capture the full impact of the team events and the 
synchronised swimming, we’ve installed a new remote-controlled 
overhead tracking camera which runs down the length of the pool," 
says Alistair. "An underwater camera will be operated from the 
poolside. 


"With ten other cameras, 20 commentary positions for television 
and 18 for radio, we are offering coverage of the finals of all 
events to every member of the European Broadcasting Union." 


A_BULLET-PROOF BOOST 


BBC correspondents such as Martin Bell and Kate Adie may not 
realise it, but their reports from the world’s war zones are 
helping to boost British exports. 


Flak jackets worn by BBC journalists in trouble spots around the 
globe have been attracting a lot of interest, and that’s good 
news for the two British firms that supply them, LBA and RBR. 


Northampton-based company Lightweight Body Armour (LBA) have 
experienced a 40 per cent increase in business since the start 
of the year. Chairman Andy Macgill claims that although media 
organisations actually account for a small amount of his overall 
business, the increase in orders has been most marked since 
Martin Bell was wounded last August in the former Yugoslavia. 


The protection afforded by his company’s equipment inspires, he 
claims, a great deal of faith among the journalists whose lives 
depend on them. 


"One reporter was hit by a chunk of 82mm shell while working in 
Mozambique," Mr Macgill says. "We offered to collect his flak 
jacket and replace the protective insert but he wouldn’t let us. 
He said ‘I’1l hold onto this one - I know it works!’." 
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
